A mass-meeting was held yesterday morn- 
ing at the First Baptist Church instead of the 
usual Sunday services to protest against the 
World’s Columbian Exhibition being opened 
Sunday. The Rey. Dr. Henson introduced 
the first speaker, the Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts of 
New York. : 3 3 

Mr. Crafts on facing the audience said that 
until yesterday he had given San Francisco 
the first place in the United States for vice 
and immorality, but after the walk to. the 
church from his hotel he was sure Chicago was 
fully equal to Frisco. In connection With 
this Mr. Crafts made the statement regarding 
this city that every second place he passed was 
either a disreputable house or a saloon, and 
that the places were all open. After the meet- 
: however, that the 

route he had taken from his hotel to the church 
was along Clark street and Third and Fourth 
avenues, ; . 
Mr. Crafts gave many reasons why the Ex- 
position should be closed Sunday. He cited 
instances which went to prove that those who 
ad vocated these openings were usually idlers 
and infidels who did it not for the benefit of 
the masses but for theirown gain. “Unless 
Chicago’s Sunday is made better rather than 
worse by the coming of the World's Fair, 
said Mr. Crafts, “ it will exhibit to the na 
not the American Sabbath byt the Conti- 
nental Sunday; not the Sabbath of American 
civilization. but the Sunday of the mining 
camp and the frontier; not the Sabbath of 
our laws but the Sunday of lawlessness. The 
bestelement of the city is seeking to close 
the Sunday saloons, and the Fair should not 
be allowed to reénforee. the other side and so 
become a curse rather than a benefit. Sunday 
opening would mean an increase of Sunday 
toil at the very time when every employé 
in and about the city was most over- 
worked. It would mean an open defiance 
of the laws of Illinois, The Columbian 
Exposition should exhibit American institu- 
tions as well as American products, and by 
showing a good observance of the Sabbath 
this would form a large factor in the coterie. 
There is no plea that Sunday is the only 
day for workingmen to see the fair. As at 
Philadelphia these will be special holidays 
for them. The only American exposition that 
has opened Sunday was at New Orleans in 
1885; it was financially and every way an in- 
glorious failure. To prevent it being open, 
Sunday organizations and individuals all over 
the land should petition the directors, com- 
missioners, the Legislature of Illinois, and if 
necessary the Congress of the United States, 
to that end. The American ambition to excel 
the Eiffel Tower should. be justified by ex-

HOW SPOONER BROKE THE RECORD. 


He Covers 302. Miles on His Bicycle in 
Twenty- -four Hours. 

The bicycle ride of Frank E. Spooner last 
Friday and Saturday is deserving of more than 
passing mention from the fact that he not 
only smashed his own . rebord, but that he 
made a new one for 100 miles outdoor riding 
and broke the American Amateur record for 
distance covered in twenty-four hours. Burt 
Meyers of Peoria had held the last named 
record for some time, having covered 289 
miles in a day’s ride. Spooner accomplished 
his rival's feat and went him thirteen miles 


better covering 302 miles. The actual riding | 


time was A hours and 20 minttes.

The sensational squeeze in the New York 
money market, gave way during ‘the week to 
normal conditions. The labor troubles that 
a week ago threatened the most serious con- 
sequences. have for the present at least been 
so adjusted that work is going on without 
serious interruption. The money situation of 
the country which for a day or two seeme} on 
the verge of causing & panic has been re- 
lieved, partly through the action of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, but more largely 
through the financiers coming to their senses 
and finding they were much more scared than 
hurt. Through all the hubbub general basi- 
ness has been pursuing its even tenor, hardly: 
feeling a jar. There has been but one failure 
of consequence and that not one which in any 
way indicated an unsound condition in busi- 
ness affairs.

The activity of in Chicago, as in- 
dicated by the record d bank clearings,‘con- 
tinues to show marked gains over last year. 
The increase for the month of August was 
large, showmg a gain of a little over 20 per

What falling off there 
was in the ratio of increase of the clearings 
for August came at the last of the month and 
was the direct result of the tight money scare.

It may be 
deemed advisable to wait till the rise in the 
price of silver is demonstrated to be some- 
thing more than ephemeral, and can be main- 
tained in. this country whether or not the 
great powers ” assist in the matter.

If the manufacturer, unwilling to throw £ 


away the capital invested in his plant, decid- 
ed to compete, the first thing he would have to 
do would be to cutdown by a or 8 third 
the pay of hismen. ‘They would object, but 
it would be extremely illogical, : for, having 
voted for the Mills Democratic system, they 
ought to accept cheerfully its first fruite— 
free trade wages. Mr, Mills knows this 
would happen, but it is no part of his program 
to tell his hearers all he knows. He stops 
short with the “cheap goods part of his 
argument. Were he to go the one step 
farther he would make no converts. 
W. eus wages would not fall on 
and factory hands alone, but would have 
to be carried out all along the line, from the 
finished product to the raw material. The 
men who mine coal, iron, lead, and copper 
ores, and limestoné, and who dig clay for 
bricks would have to work for less, that the 
manufacturer might have their products for 
less. They would have to pay their share of 
the price of competition. As the American 
manufacturer, to carry on & successful fight, 
must be able to put up a factory as cheaply as 
his transatlantic rival the wages of the brick- 
layers, carpenttrs, and men in other building 
trades whom he employs must come down to 


per cent more for his machinery than the man 
across the Water. That difference must cease 
—at the expense of the wages of the men whc 
make the machinery. : 

Nor will the reductions in. stop here. 
They will equalize downward in callings. 
The railway employés will have to drop to the 
European level, for there cannot be at the 
same moment an American scale of wages for 
one body of employés and a European scale 
for another. House servants will have to take 
less. So will all, aalaried men, such as clerks 
and bookkeepers, truckmen, hackmen, engi- 
neers, smoke-nuisance-breeding stokers, stock- 
yards men, andthe whole army of unclassified 
laborers, have to cOme down. 

Nor would this condition of lower wages be 
a temporary one. As the rewards of labor 
dropped here and neafed the European stand- 
ard the immigration from the Old World 


would lessen, There would be less object for | 


the foreigners to come here, less chance of 
bettering their condition. The workingmen 
now seeking these shores would be thrown 
back on the European labor market and 
would tend to prevent any increase of wages 


there. The foreign manufacturer would pay 


less for labor than he does now, or the 
same at least, and the American manufact- 


urer might be forced to meet a rivalry flercer 


than anything he had known previously. 

Of course the workingmen of the United 
States, even though responsible directly by 
their votes for the Democratic party for this 
lowering of wages, would not submit to it in 
patience. There would be strike after strike 
in the hope of keeping the old rates. But, 
while strikes on a rising market are success- 
ful often, those on a falling one never are, If

moved at once, and that the sale of millions 
of dollars’ worth of French products be not 
endangered in order to keep out, for the ben- 
efit of no one, a quantity of salt pork. ’ One 
journal, while qwning up to the mistake of 
the Government, objects to doing anything on 
compulsion, and thinks it better to wait and 
see what the results of prohibition on the part 
of this country may be. It is as disagreeable 
for nations as for individuals to own up that 
they are in error and to take the back track, 
but it is the wisest course to pursue. 

In due time France will. be notified officially 
of the new inspection system established by 


the United States, and will be asked if it will 


take salt pork which has been proven to be 
healthful. If it declines to do so then nothing 
remains but for the President to exercise his 
powers. He can either prohibit the importa- 
tion of French wines and spirits, because they 
are doctored and unhealthy, which is not so 
much retaliation as. itis the preservation of 
health, or he can as a purely retaliatory meas- 
ure prohibit the importation of any French 
product even though it be above suspicion as 
to quality. 

It is not likely, however, that it will come to 
this. France sent last year to the United 
States sixty-nine million dollars’ worth of 
products. The commercial interests of the 
former country have more at stake therefore 
in the American trade than they can afford to 
lose, and no Government dare run counter to 
their wishes, especially when, as in this in- 
tance, there is no class standing behind the 
Government urging it to stick to its odious 
policy and threatening to make war on it if it 
abandons it. The prohibitory pork policy has 
no friends.
